Some  very  bold  conjectures  have  been 
lately  ad-,  anted  upon  tiie  EjJJr ptian  Zodiac >  bet 
tog  differently  ditpofefl  from  ours  ;  it  has  been 
dippofed  thft  this  difference  nytfft  iie'ceiTarily 
be  explained  by  the  proc.fficn  of  the  Cotolpot 
es.  The  t\'.ppofitio:i&  that  monuments  have 
been  prefirved,  we  may  fay  miraculoully,  for 
15  IN  oen  87,000  years,  has  been  preferred 
to  leeking,  in  antiquity,  another  rcftfon  for 
their  peculiar  lituation.  The  celebrated  Vif- 
tonti  being  confulted  upon  |be  nrft  of  thefe 
Zodiacs,  the  plans  of  which  have  been  bio't 
into  France,  has  explained  this  phenomeiibn 
more  naturally  by  a  fact  well  known  to  ril 
chronologers  ;  that  is  that  the  intercalary 
day  was  n  ;ver  introduced  into  the  ficred  year 
of  the  Egyptians,  nor  into  their  civil,  until 
the  rime  of  Au<rufhis.  Henri:  ii  refnlts,  that 
every  fourth  year  v.ould  commence  a  day  foon- 
er,  which,  in  120  years,  would  make  the  dif- 
ference of  one  figs*  and  in  1  ±50  years,  one 
complete  year,  while  the  period  cf  proceffion 
on  the  equinox  is  2,000  years.  Citizen  Vif- 
ronti  ha;  detailed  this  explanation  in  a  tract 
Which  he  will  foon  give  to  the  public.

In 
the  heat  of  the  battle  Zemaun  Shah's  generals 
plundered  his  camp,  and  joined  the  enemy  ; 
a  total  rout  was  the  immediate  contecpience  of 
this  defei  tion.  Zemaun  Shah  (led  to  Cabul, 
Hi.u  being  tlofely  puifued  by  the  victor,  con- 
tinued bis  flight,  accompanied  only  by  t<ver.ty- 
f.ve  horfemcn,  to  Jalalabad.  The  vicloiious 
prince  entered  titwl,  and  was  received  with 
acclamations  by  the  inhabitants  of  all  ranks, 
who'compLined  grievoufly  of  the  oppteflion 
they  had  fuffeftO  under  the  reign  of  Zemaun 
Sh -h.  Having  afi  ured  them  of  redrcls  pro- 
tection, and  bcflowed  the,  kbelat  [a  lhawdl*l 
the  vizciut  on  the  fon  of  Manumimid  Khan, 
he  difpat.cfc'i  dJChana^ad  Khan  and  (.  han  ma 
S^th,  with  four  duftabs  [a  daftah  i".  lb,00l| 
cfhorfe,  in  purfuit  of  the  fugitive  :.  They 
came  up  with  Zemaun  Shah  on  the  25th  of 
Ma'u'rrum  (fiinefe)  and  took  him  prifoner, 
with  his  vizier,  Wuffadrfr  Khan,  their  female: 
and  baggage;  'J  lie  viC\or  bas  placed  bis  own 
troops  in  all  the  g  iniftms  of  Cabul  and  I'cfhe- 
wur,  and  yakecis  [arnball'adors]  from  the 
chiefs  of  Caftjmeer  and  Rofafgurh  have  watt- 
ed on  him  With  offers  of  fubmiffion.

"The  lad  letters  f.om  Berlin,  of  the  8tli 
I i:ft.  announce,  that  count  Schtilenburgh  Kf  h- 
nert,  the  Pruffian  ininider  of  date,  is  fpeedily 
to  fct  cut  from  that  city  for  Wedphalia  and 
Lower  Saxony,  whither  a  body  of  troops  ol 
upwards  of  30,000  men,  commanded  by  fcve- 
ral generals,  are  to  accompany  him*  His  ex- 
cellency is  appointed  to  receive  the  homage 
and  aUe  •iancc  of  the  inhabitants  of  Hiffef- 
he:m,  Pderborna,  Wcftpbalia,  and  the  dif- 
tnds  bf  Eichafeld  and  Erfurt,  which  the 
Pruffian  army  is  to  take  poffeffion  of  by  virtue 
of  the  treaty  ofLuneviPt,  &  with  the  concur- 
rence and  approbation  of  Bonaparte.  A 
condderable  train  of  heavy  and  light  artille- 
ry wiil  accompany  thefe  troops,  who  are  to 
have  tt cowrie  to  force,  in  cafe  of  any  rcf. fi- 
ance or  rei'afi;!  of  fubmiffion i  The  king  of 
Pruffia  wii:  only  confent  to  the  union  of  the 
rite  bilhopric  of  Ozuaburgh  with  the  Electo- 
rate of  Hanover.  Count  Sehulenbofgh  was 
only  Raiting  fcr  the  return  of  a  courier  from 
his  Pruffian  majefiy,  with  final  indructions." 

Our  IJarilian  Correfpondent  writes,  that  the 
mod  drange  revolutie-r,  has  takcnplace  in  the 
matter  of  religion.  In  lefs  thr.n  15  days 
there  were  nolcfs  than  ky'JOO  communicants, 
or  pi-rfoUs  tiding  the  facranient  for  the  fi"rd 
time,  and  amongit  thefe  the  majority  were 
more  than  30  years  of  age.

The  lower  ranks,  without  fcruple  dif- 
pol'e  of  their  children  for  flaves  to  any  pur- 
chafer,  and  that  too  for  a  very  trifling  cenf:- 
deration.'

eral of  the  name  of  Gielgalt,  who  wilhed  to 
avenge  the  melancholy  fate  of  his  country, 
Subow  having  been  the  advifer  of  the  partiti- 
on c .'  Poland,  when  in  power  in  the  Ruffian 
court.  Subow  declined  accepting  the  chal- 
lenge on  f.ich  a  ground  ;  upon  which  Giel- 
galt  challenger:  him  f  >r  perfonal  injuries  he 
had  fufiainea  whm  at  St.  Peterlburg.  In 
the  tnran  time  thi-:  correfpendence  became 
public,  and  a  parly  of  young  Polanders  befet 
the  IrulV  of  Subow,  which  was  only  faved 
by  the  interference  of  the  Pruffian  troops. 
Subow  withdrew  from  the  city,  but  previoufly 
t#gaged  to  fi'clu  at  Vienna  on  the  10th  of 
tone,  when-  he  is  engaged  to  fight  another 
duel  alfo.  He  is  arrived  at  Vienna,  followed 
by  Cielgalt. 

By  the  lated  advices  from  Egypt,  we  learn 
that  tYf.  Britifli  troops  at  Alexandria,  had 
camped  before  that  city,  where  the  plajrue 
was  making  great  ravages.  This  terrible 
fcourge  had  likewife  manifeded  itfelf  at  Smyr- 
na, an  I  great  fears  were  prevailing  led  it 
Ihould  even  reach  Condantinople.

Extraft  of  a  letter  dated  ':  W^lbington,  Au- 
gofi  17th  1302. 

»  Sir 

"  A  paragraph  has  appeared  in  the  Wafli- 
ington  Fedcralift,  dating,  that  from  the  latefl 
information,  ii  is  apprehended  that  both  the 
E  nperor  of  Morocco  and  Dey  of  Algiers, 
have  declared  War  again't  the  United  States. 
Such  publications  alarm  the  public  mind  ex- 
ceifivtly  ;  not  only  raii'e  t'ne  premium  of  in- 
furance,  u  caui'e  great  uneuTinefs  to  thofe 
who  may  ha\e  friends  or  property  in  the  Me- 
dieerranean.  They  aiXo  tend  to  flop  expedi- 
tions preparing  for  that  fea.  It  is  true  that 
the  frigate  New-York  is  manning  with  intern 
to  join  the  fquadron,  under  Commodore  Mor- 
ris ;  but  it  is  not  true  that  there  is  any  ap- 
pearance of  danger  from  Algiers  ;  on  the  con- 
trary, the  conduit  of  that  regency  is  of  tfetj 
molt  friendly  kind.  The  Dey  can  have  no  pie- 
text  for  War,  there  being  nothing  due  to  him 
from  the  United  States.  ^ 

"  Some  apprehenfiottS  are  entertained  with 
refpeel  to  Morocco.  The  Emperor  demanded 
from  Comnledore  Dale  k  the  S'vedilh  admiral, 
perinlflion  to  fend  two  (hips  laden  with  wheat 
fot  Tripoli,  and  for  his  men  to  takepoffeffion 
of  the  Tripolitan  (hip  blockaded  in  Gibraltar, 
and  to  cany  her  to  one  of  his  ports.  This 
demand  was  refilled  by  both  commanders  ; 
the  Emperor  about  the  fame  time  reminded 
Mr.  Simpfon,  the  American  Conful,  that  the 
American  Government  had  promifed  3  years 
pad,  to  fupply  him  with  100  gun  carriages, 
with  which  they  had  never  complied.  On  be* 
ing  refufsd,  the  Emperor  aiked  paffports  for 
his  two  (hip?  to  proceed  with  their  cargoes 
of  wheat  to  Tunis  ;  this  rcqueft  was,  I  be- 
lieve alTentcdto.  Early  in  June  the  Emper- 
or renewed  the  former  demand  for  his  two  fhip; 
:o  proceed  to  Tripoli  with  wheat;  and  alio 
that  the  Tripolitan  ihip  of  war  Ihould  be  deli- 
vered to  his  people,  and  a  p..(l"port  given  per- 
mitting her  to  proceed  to  Tripoli  ;  this  was 
of  courfe  refilled.  Commodore  Morris  had 
gone  over  to  Tangiers  to  adjuft  the  fubject. 
Should  Morocco  go  to  war,  we  (hall  have  for 
the  protection  of  our  commerce  on  the  fpot, 
the  Chefapeake  and  Adams.  The  Conllellati- 
on  and  four  Swedilh  (hips,  will  completely 
blockade  Tripoli,  and  it  is  expected  compel 
that  regency  to  peace.  The  New-York  will 
proceed  immediately  and  join  the  commodore. 
The  Emperor's  maritime  force  is  not  confi- 
dered  of  very  great  importance  ;  the  u tuition 
of  his  ports  on  the  Atlantic  alone  make  him 
dangerous.  It  is  hoped  that  when  he  receives 
the  gun  carriages  promifed  him,  that  he  will 
not  peiTifl  in  fuch  unreafonable  demands. 
Commodore  Morris  meant  to  order  the  Bof- 
ton  and  the  fchooner  to  join  him  immedi- 
ately."
